BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

WHEREAS, the City Council finds it in the best interest of the

citizens of the City of Austin, to authorize the application for and acceptance of

S159,511 in grant renewal funding from the State of Texas, Office of the Governor,

Criminal Justice Division, Juvenile Accountability Incentive Block Grant Program,

to continue enforcement of juvenile Class C criminal offenses and referral to

support services; and

WHEREAS, the City Council has considered the proposed application for

and acceptance of State grant renewal funds for said project, in the amount of

$159,511 from the State of Texas, Office of the Governor, Criminal Justice

Division, Juvenile Accountability Incentive Block Grant Program, to continue

enforcement of juvenile Class C criminal offenses and referral to support services;

and

WHEREAS, the City Council agrees to provide the applicable cash

match for the said project as required by the Juvenile Accountability Incentive

Block Grant Program grant application; and

WHEREAS, the City Council designates the Assistant City Manager, Laura

Huffman, as the authorized official who has the power to apply for, accept, reject,

alter or terminate this grant; and



WHEREAS, the City Council has agreed that in the event of loss or misuse

of the Criminal Justice Division funds, the City Council assures that the funds will

be returned to the Criminal Justice Division in full; NOW, THEREFORE,

The City Council approves the application for and acceptance of grant funding from

the State of Texas, Office of the Governor, Criminal Justice Division in the amount

of $159,511.
